Independent claims 1 being allowed as noted below, dependent claims 2, 6, 9, 
and 10 are rejoined.

Reasons For Allowance 

Claims 1-10 have been allowed over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art could 
not be located that taught A method of manufacturing a flexible electronic device 
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Art Unit: 2891 

provided with a substrate having a first and an opposite second side and a thin-film 
electronic element, which method comprises the steps of providing the substrate 
comprising organic material; adhesive layer and substrate with first bonds between the 
adhesive layer and the substrate and with second bonds between the adhesive layer 
and the carrier, which adhesive layer comprises an initiator for initiating a cross- linking 
reaction; and initiating the cross-linking reaction in the adhesive layer, therewith 
modifying the strength of at least one of the first and the second bonds. This limitation, 
in conjunction with the other claim limitations, was neither disclosed in, nor suggested 
by, the prior art.
